EDITORIALS 


Two vastly dissimilar, but peculiarly typical, sides to the 
American spirit are 1) its dedication to a moral base for soci- 
ety and government, and 2) its adventurous willingness to 
take a chance. Both phases are illustrated this week by some 
current events~a delightful saga of successful speculation in 
the college town of Princeton, N. J. (see below), and a schol- 
arly essay by Peter F. Drucker in Notre Dame's Reviete of Poli- 
tics on secularism in government and religion in society. 

Drucker points out how different the U.S. brand of 
larism is from the French Revolutionary variety—ou 
of separation” being designed to make religion free so it could 
flourish, the European wall to exclude religion from public 
life. The difference has made the U.S. the world’s most truly 
secular state. But the American society—while being plural- 
istic and drawing its unity from its very diversity (¢ pluribus 
unum)—also has a wider and deeper religious content than 
any other. In contrast to our complete separation, writes 
Drucker, “in Europe—even in those countries where a thor- 
ough separation of church and state has been atte 
the old Establishment is still visible everywhere: 
ment salaries for the clergy .. . subsidies to church 
... salaries to teachers of religious instruction in public 
schools.” In totalitarian countries, the totalitarian creed it- 
self has become “established” as the new state religion. But 
the U.S. is “the only country of the West in which society is 
conceived as being basically a religious society.” 

Religion plays a part in our y which is altogether 
unknown elsewhere: “Social life and community activities 
center around the churches: the Girl Scouts meet in the base- 
ment of the church, the Parent-Teacher Association in the 
Parish House and so do the Road Commissioners in small 
communities. One of the local ministers opens the luncheon 
meeting of Rotary or the annual drive of the Community 
Chest.” While there are no church-run trade unions, as in

Europe. “this totally non-denominational labor movement 
may well be much closer to organized religion than the typi- 
cal European ‘Christian’ union. There exists the closest and 
most intimate bond between the Catholic Church and some 
locals of the United Automobile Workers ... between Prot- 
estant churches and some locals of the Rubber Workers, or 
between Jewish congregations and Garment Workers’ locals 
in New York.’ 

America’s friendly secularism was sired by the great reli- 
gious leaders Roger Williams and Jonathan Edwards, who 
acted on a tradition which goes back as far as St. Augustine, 
and was also expounded by Leibnitz and Cardinal Bellarmine, 
only to be lost in the Reformation and the rise of anticleri- 
calism in Europe. By contrast, there has been a complete 
absence of anticlerical movements in the U.S, “And the fact 
that in this country religion never ‘lost the working masses’ 
also directly traceable to the unique American tradi- 
ible and kept free by a reli- 


tion of a secular state made po: 


gious society.” Even Jefferson's famous phrase about “a 
wall of separation” was in a letter to some New England Bap- 


tists. and concludes: “I reciprocate your kind prayers for 
the protection and blessings of the common father and 
ator of man.” 

Drucker sums up the interrelationship of secular state and 
ty thus: “It is basie to the American creed 
ety can only be religious if religion and the state 
are radically separated, and that the state can only be free 
ty is basically a religious society.” Si

Such a tradition 
not by itself produce a religious life. give promise of 
or a spiritual answer to the crisis of our 
time. “But i it is a foundation—both for a religious people and 
for a free political order. As such it is the greatest achieve- 
t of the American political spirit and the one on which all 
's rest.” Such truths, if not new, well bear repeating. 


THE U.S. SPIRIT: A WILL TO RISK 


The Princeton saga concerns a former geology instructor, 
Steve Fox, his former student. Dick Bokum (40), a onetime 
Princeton fullback, and 34 Princeton residents who, with 
Fox, belong to a friendly little investment club called The 
Nassau Association. The: iates had been putting up $5 
a month each to take “flyers” on tips they picked up, and 
had consistently lost money. 

Steve Fox is fondly remembered by a number of football 
players who majored in geology. regarding it as an “easy” 
course. Bokum had done so, but as sometimes happens, got 
interested and learned a lot. By the time Fox, now a Rutgers 
professor, ran into Bokum again, in Santa Fe, N. Mex. on a 
1954 summer field trip. Bokum had become known as “the 
golden boy” because of his ability to spot promising uranium 
claims. He offered to assemble some for Fox if he could find 
the capital; Fox raised a $25,000 stake from a well-tc-do 
brother-in-law, Mahlon Kemmerer. Fox immediately called up 
a fellow member of his investment club, Bayard Stockton 
8rd. Stockton sent word to another member, Henry Patton, 
a Wall Street underwriter. From some members and other 
Princetonians, Patton raised the $100,000 and a company 
was formed. 

They paid out $75,000 for their claims and had $25,000 left 
for drilling, which was soon used up without much success. 
By this time Bokum had found still more promising territory 
in New Mexico's Ambrosia Lake region, and Patton had raised 
$300,000 of new capital for Fox’s group, now called Pifion 
Uranium Co. The associates moved into this new territory 


and started to drill. On Aug. 8, 1955, after drilling 750 feet, 
they found rich uranium continuously in a thickness of 125 
feet. the thickest find ever reported in the U.S. Subsequent 
drillings indicated a multimillion-ton deposit, possibly as 
rich as Anaconda Copper’s great Jackpile strike. Pifion’s $1 
stock soared toa high of $12.75, the most spectacular advance 
in the stock market in 1955. That put a market value of 
$10.7 million on their little company. It has since slipped to 
$6.8 million, but all over Princeton people are going around 
with radiant smiles and making plans they would never have 
dreamed of before Steve Fox and Dick Bokum got together. 
All the original investors have about a 30-fold profit on their 
money. Bayard Stockton has bought a $30,000 fishing boat, 
his delivery boy who put in $500 is now worth $13,000, and 
a 6-year-old girl, whose granddad socked in $5,000 for her at 
the start, is now something of an heiress. The investment 
club, which had $5,000, is now worth $20,000. Happy to tell, 
Steve Fox, the ear professor, is now worth about 

$260,000. The climax of this fabulous story came when huge 
Atheriean’ Metal Co,. Led. agreed to: pay: $4.5 inillion: for a 
one-fourth interest in Pifion and a neighboring prospector, 
Sabre Uranium, with which Pifon has merged. This means 
American Metal thinks there is at least $18 million worth 
of ore on the Ambrosia Lake claims spotted by Dick Bokum, 
the fullback who learned Steve Fox’s geology lessons very 
well. We think all Americans will get a thrill out of this 
example of what the American spirit of cooperation and mu- 
tual trust can accomplish.

THE SIGHTS AND SMELLS OF MOSCOW 


Reporter on his first visit finds Reds’ show place a most uncharming city 
hy JAMES SHEPLEY 


James Shepley, Chief of Tre, Lue’s Washing. 
ton Bureau, made his first trip to Moscow this 
month as a correspondent covering Air Force 
General Nathan Twining’s official visit to the 
Soviet Union. In this report Shepley sums up 
a visitor's immediate impressions of the Soviet 
capital and its people. 


HE first impression which engulfs Western trav- 

elers to the Soviet Union is the utter absence of 
charm in the place. It looks uncharming, it sounds 
uncharming and it smells uncharming (mostly be- 
cause of sour cabbage). As for the food, that looks 
dull and tastes dull. 

The second discovery for which the westerner is 
not quite prepared is the stature of the Russians. 
They are uniformly a small people. ‘The Russian who 
came to eye level with me (5’11”) was a rarity to 
be encountered no more than every other day. Most 
were a head smaller. 

It is impossible to conceive of such a shabbily clad 
people without seeing them. Even by Chinese and 
Indian standards they are ill-clad. (The numerous 
Chinese in Moscow stand out like weste 
of the style and quality of their dress.) Summer dress 
for Muscovite women is uniformly a faded cotton 
print with the cut of a burlap bag. Men wear dirty 
cream-colored trousers and short-sleeved shirts of 
the same

The few neckties and jackets you see in the So- 
viet Union usually adorn the high functionaries 
of the bureaucracy and seem to be a cause of some 
embarrassment. If a Soviet gentleman of some im- 
portance happens to be wear cket in the ¢ 
ing room of one of Moscow's “fashionable” restau- 
rants he immediately removes it and hangs it over 
the back of his chair.

Appeal of Western clothes 


INE might get the idea that the Russians just 

don’t care about clothes. But they do. West- 
erners, men and women, attract constant attention. 
Western women—girls from the American, French 
or British embassies, and tourists—literally stop 
traffic. Groups ranging from a few dozen to several 
hundred people will collect around them, testing the 
fabric of their clothes, asking how much they cost. 


There is a flourishing black market in Western 
clothing. Western women can sell a $9 bargain base- 
ment dress for $90 worth of rubles. 


, A new bourgeoisie 


spite of their horrified protests to the contrary, 
the Soviets are now engaged in the production of 
a new bourgeoisie. It is being bred, as one might sus- 
pect, in the homes of the high functionaries. 

The new bourgeoisie is to be seen at the Bolshoi 
Theatre, where proud mamas of the upper bureau- 
cratic classes bring their teen-age sons and daugh- 
ters. Here alone among the Soviet people are sensi- 
tive faces, graceful manners and something approach- 
ing fashionable dress. These privileged young people 
of the privileged bureaucracy look like bourg 
children anywhere 

T talked at length and informally with an intelli- 
gent English- and French-speaking official. He has a 
daughter of whom he is as uncritically proud as any 
parent I have ever encountered anywhere. His prob- 
lem, as he related it, is to keep her an uncorrupted 
member of the working class (which she of course is 
not), to make her urfllerstand that she must achieve 
success by her own effort. 

She is soon to take the examinations which will 
determine whether she will go beyond secondary ed- 
ucation, and later on to Moscow State University. 
The father is extremely worried about this. I have 
never seen a Westchester County parent in New York 
worry more about a daughter trying to enter Smith. 

Lasked him if he had any friends in the Ministry 
of Higher Education. He insisted that it would do 
no good whatever if he intervened in his daughter's 
behalf. But he was honest enough to refuse to say, 
when I pinned him down, that he would not make 
an attempt to use his influence should his daughter 
flunk the test. 

The answer is that he will use his influence if nec- 
essary to get his daughter into the university. More- 
over, the parental influence will be more effective 
than it would be at, say, Smith. 

Everything is done in the Soviet Union by know- 
ing the right man in the right ministry. Better still 
is to know the right man in the Praesidium. This ex- 
tends down to getting a place to live in Moscow and 
applies to westerners and Soviets alike.

The amount of paper work done in the Soviet Union is fantastic, 
even to a Washingtonian who has seen a lot of paper work. It per- 
meates everything in the Soviet Union. 

When I discovered that buying a beer was almost as much of a 
production in Moscow as buying a new car in New York, I followed a 
waiter to see where he went. He walked to a little window sonie dis- 
tance from the kitchen. Behind the window was a bureaucrat who 
took the waiter’s order form and entered it into some kind of ledger in 
triplicate or quadruplicate. He then totted up some figures on his 
abacus and took down a stamp and validated the waiter’s order. 

The waiter then took the validated order to the kitchen where there 
was another window which appeared to be the beer dispensary. Inside 
the dispensary was another bureaucrat who inspected the validated 
order, entered one copy in his records, totted something up on his 
abacus and issued the waiter three beers. 

Lasked the hotel administrator why so much paper work was neces- 
sary in the process of getting a customer a beer. She replied that it 
Was necessary to prevent the waiter from ordering a beer and then 
going around the corner to drink i 

Moscow, as you might expect, is a well-policed city. By day there 
are two cops on every corner. The best-dressed people in the city wear 
uniforms, police or military. There are many times more military in 
evidence in Moscow than in any city of the free world. The Russian | 
dogfaces are everywhere gawking, sightseeing and behaving them- 
selves, like all Russians, in remarkably subdued fashion. They are 
much better turned out than the civilians, but in spit and polish they 
are a sorry lot. Even the Kremlin guard detail is shabby. A U.S. 
Marine sergeant would take one horrified look and order the whole 
lot to boot camp. 

There are no traffic jams in Moscow. By any Western standard 
there are virtually no automobiles at all. 

Even so there is incessant horn blowing since the one breach of 
discipline in which the Soviet people indulge is massive jaywalking. 
The Russians move, a solid wall of flesh, against the traffic lights. 
The cars, beeping frantically, hit this wall of flesh at about 25 miles 
an hour. Magically, a narrow channel just the width of the car opens 
in the nick of time. 

I saw no begging on the streets of Moscow, In any event, the pov- 
erty is so well rationed that panhandling would be pointless. The 
only street vending which meets the eye are the little carts which 
peddle ice creams and raspberry soda. There are occasional flower 
vendors, usually small boys, who act as though they are hustling for 
a fast ruble, This rare evidence of enterprise in Moscow’s streets is 
heartwarming to a westerner, who usually therefore overpays heavily. 

There is no question that the people enjoy the liberalization of 
policy which began with Stalin's death. There is still a bit of looking 
over the shoulder when a Russian talks to an American but I have the 
impression it is a vestigial reflex. Many Russians do feel free to talk 
to strangers and ask meaningful questions. From a waiter I heard: 

“How much would I make if I went to New York and opened a res- 
taurant?” I am astonished that after all these years of official vilifica- 
tion of the U.S., the Russian people seem genuinely to like Americans. 
It seems likely that they do not believe the propaganda, recognizing 
it as people do everywhere for what it is.

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VARIETY OF HEADLINES of the past few months reflect a wide difference 
of opinion among scholars and theologians over meaning of Dead Sea scrolls, 


MEANING OF THE SCROLLS 


Although the copper scrolls may soon touch off scramble among seek- 
ers of buried treasure, other Dead Sea scrolls have already touched off 
a sensational controversy among some of the world’s leading theolo- 
gians and scholars. Deeply divided over the meaning of the scrolls, ex- 
perts have produced a rash of bewildering headlines (above). 

‘The controversy had its beginnings in 1947 when a Bedouin shep- 
herd accidentally found the first of the serolls in a cave near the Dead 
Sea. Since then scholars have recovered a treasure-trove of docu- 
ments: nine different scrolls and fragments of countless others, all of 
them forming part of a single library which had lain hidden for nearly 
2,000 years. It may take another 50 years to complete the massive 
task of reassembling the fragments and deciphering the docum: 
but certain conclusions can now be drawn, 

Judging from the contents of some of the scrolls, as well as coins 
and other artifacts also found in the caves, scholars are in general 
agreement that the documents were written by a Jewish monastic 
order known as the Essenes, who lived in the area from about 100 B.C. 
to 68 A.D.'Scholars have found supporting evidence in the recently 
unearthed ruins of a nearby monastery (p, 46), long believed to be an 
abandoned Roman fort but now almost certainly established as the 
home of the Essene order. Some experts believe the Essenes were 
eventually wiped out by the Romans, but the real mystery concerns 
how they lived and worshiped while they were in the area. 

Most of the Dead Sea scrolls shed no light on this mystery. They

sives intimate view of the war with Mexico 


CONE day in 1854 a young man named Samuel Emery Chamber- 
lain came home to Boston after 10 years of roaming and fightit 
way through Mexico and the old wild West. He soon married and 
settled down to raising a considerable family. In time he became a 
prominent citizen, a holder of public office and a brevet brigadier 
general in the Union Army at the Civil War's end. But he found it 
hard to forget the adventures of his youth and he began to com- 
pile—for own amusement—a private, handwritten, personally 
illustrated narrative of the men he had killed, the girls he had loved 
and the many fights and narrow escapes he had had while play 
onal part in the great westward expansion of America’s frontiers. 
Imost all of Chamber! memoirs are devoted to his experi- 
an American soldier in the Mexican war (1846-48). His own 
ait (opposite page) shows what he was at the time—a hand- 
n-ager, six feet two inches tall (according to his 
en ), but still more boy than man, with downy cheeks 
and long blond hair which he wore in curls around his shoulders. 

‘As handy with a pencil as he was with a gun, Sam Chamberlain 
carried a sketchbook with him throughout the war. When he sat 
down to write his private book he embellished it with scores of his 
own drawings, brilliantly colored and full of action. He also adorned 
the es of his written text with colored initials and headings, 
pen-and-ink vignettes and richly worked script, in the manner of a 
medieval monk laboring over an illuminated manuscript. 

‘The resulting document, which stands open on the opposite page, 
is both a work of art and a rattling adventure story of romance and

war. For nearly a century it has remained in the possession of Cham- 
berlain’s family and other private owners. Recently it was purchased 
outright by Lire and it is now being published, for the first time, 
in three Lire instalments, beginning in this issue. Part I of Cham- 
berlain’s story begins on the following pages, under the appropriate 


title which he gave it—JM]y Confession. It is illustrated throughout 
with his own ings. A longer version of the text will be published 
in a book by Harper and Brothers in October, and this too will be 
elaborately illustrated with Chamberlain's drawings. 

Scholars who have examined Chamberlain's manuscript have 
jv hailed it as a major literary and historical covery. It: 
writing and ill 


trations re-create the almost forgotten war with 
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Mexico, which added California, Arizona and New Mexico to the 
map of the U.S. and also made sure that Texas would remain a part 
of the Union, Whatever the causes of the war—and most historians 
now believe the conflict was inevitable—it was a resounding triumph 
for the tough little American army which was the underdog at the 
start, yet won some amazing victories against huge numerical odds. 
Chamberlain’s narrative describes one major battle at Buena Vista 
(see cover), and it probably tells more of the life of the common sol- 
dier in Mexico than any other account. Here are the casual violence 
and amours that filled the fighting man’s time between battles; his 
feuds with officers, and the harsh discipline of the unruly army camp. 

The narrative is a significant and readable contribution to hi: 
tory which Lire is proud to publish. At the same time Lire editors 
are aware that the fervidness of Chamberlain's imagination—one of 
the things that makes his story so fascinating—led to inaccuracies 
in his manuscript. The author's desire to glorify himself, both on the 
battlefield and in the boudoir, made for exaggeration and even in- 
vention. He was careless or ignorant about names, dates and other 
details, including his use of the Spanish language. 

Some of Chamberlain's obvious mistakes and exaggerations have 
been winnowed out of the text as printed here. Others are corrected 
through liberal use of footnot till others, of a minor nature, have 
been allowed to stand since Lire has tried throughout to retain Sam 
Chamberlain's own language. This includes not only errors of gram- 
mar but terms like “greaser”’ which are as offensive to Lire’s editors 
as they are to Mexicans. Such expressions remain in the interest of 
preserving the flavor of the author's original narrative. 

Moreover, Chamberlain speaks of the opposing Mexican popula- 
tion with no more disparagement than he uses when he is bitterly 
criticizing the disorderly American volunteer troops who swarmed 
over northern Mexico, pillaging and mistreating the inhabitants. As 
a member of the regular U.S. Army Dragoons, Sam was often a: 
ned to round up these hoodlums, using violence when necessary. 
His narrative contains as much about American “atrocities” as it 
does about the Mexican variety, and he expressed admiration for 
Mexican bravery and patriotism. If his accounts of the fighting come 
out one-sided, that too is understandable. Sam was an American sol- 
dier in a hostile foreign land, and this is his highly personal story.

CONFESSION 


by Samuel E. Chamberlain 


WA ye day was cold/and drear, in December 1844, when Ibid 
goodby to my friends at the Worcester Depot, in the good City of 
Boston, and embarked on the train for the great West. I was in my 
16th year, full of life, yet felt sad and downhearted enough at leav- 
ing home, for years if not forever. What a change the last few 
months had made in my prospect for life! From a promising member 
of the Baptist Church in Bowdoin Square, and a prospective theo- 
logical student, I was now, to quote the language of the Rev. R. W. 
Cushman of the above Church, “worse than the Devil!” and I had 
been officially expelled from membership. 

What had produced this change? Who was to blame? Well I con- 
fess I was to blame, I was the cause. I had been strictly brought up 
under religious influences, my reading confined to the Bible, and the 
usual books of a Sabbath School Library, and at 14 I considered it 
my duty to become a member of the Church. At 15, I unfortunately 
for my religious career joined the Junior Class at Sheridan's Gym- 
nasium on Washington Street, and here under the instructions of 
“Belcher” Kay and “Professor” Joe Long in sparring, and “Mon- 
sieur” Huri in the stick and small sword, I soon developed into a 
muscular Christian. And alas, such is the pernicious influence of the 
ungodly, that one night in a set-to with the Professor, when I suc- 
ceeded in getting one in on his “nob,” I felt more elated than if I 
had just been ordained over a flourishing Church! 

At this time also I formed the acquaintance of Bob Jones, the sce- 
nic artist at the National Theater, and his lovely daughter Fanny, 
danseuse, who was all the rage of the City Bloods. I was soon good 
friends with the charming Fanny and became her regular escort. I 
found myself a general favorite with all outside the Church—with 
the “pugs” I was looked upon as a promising future member, the 
Thespians found in me a useful friend, the Bohemians of the news- 
paper press were beholden to me for many a sensational item, and

the Ladies—well I was a boy of a man’s proportion, muscles like 
steel, not bad looking, and very modest! 

In December 1844 I made up my mind to go West, hunt up an 
uncle of mine, one Adam Chamberlain, and obtain some funds which 
he had owed to my father as a means of making a fresh start in life. 
After many adventures along the way I found my uncle living on a 
farm of some 200 acres on “‘Skerrett’s Prairie,” five miles outside 
of Alton, Illinois. He received me very coolly and declined to give 
me any money unless I worked for it. Having no other resources I 
stayed with him until the next summer doing general farm work 
and breaking wild colts to the saddle. Then I went to St. Louis, 
where I obtained employment in driving a light wagon making de- 
liveries of gunpowder to the steamboats. 

I remained here but a few weeks when with $150 in my pocket 
I was off for New Orleans. I had at this time acquired a fondness 
for strong drink, and on the boat down I drank freely; in New 
Orleans I indulged in all kinds of dissipation, and my money was 
soon gone. I now led a precarious life for several months. I had 
befriended a French girl who kept a coffee stand in the French Mar- 
ket and she insisted on my sharing her bed and board, when I could 
not do better. 

I became acquainted with a gentleman, the Warden of the Pen- 
itentiary at Baton Rouge, who made me an offer to do the clerical 
duty of that establishment. I accompanied him to Baton Rouge, 
about 100 miles above New Orleans. My duty was easy, with good 
pay and board, and I had a fine saddle horse at my disposal. 

One day I was riding up the river on the Levee when I saw a 
horsewoman approaching at speed, on a road at right angles with 
the embankment. A cry for help reached me and I was satisfied that 
the lady’s horse was running away, direct for the river! Driving 
spurs into my steed I dashed on, and fortunately reached her just

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as her frightened horse struck the levee. Catching her around the 
waist with my right arm I fell to the ground dragging her with me. 
‘At the same moment her horse plunged into the swollen Mississippi. 

‘The lady—or rather girl—was not hurt, but was quite frightened 
and faintish. She soon recovered her self-possession and poured forth 
her thanks in the prettiest manner possible. She was very “petite,” 
a brunette, with such eyelashes! so long! so black! how they made 
my heart thump as her eyes glanced from under them! I was about 
to voice my joy at being instrumental in saving so much loveliness 
when a little old gentleman rode up, sprang off his horse and clasped 
the girl in his arms, talking with the greatest volubility in French. 
He then turned and thanked me in English for rescuing his wife! 

His wife! That beautiful fairylike being wedded to that old dried 
up man of sixty! Impossible! They both noticed the look of aston- 
ishment and disgust that I could not prevent, and while the richest 
crimson suffused her cheeks, a look of bitter hatred spread over his 
apelike features. 

‘The next day as I was engaged in checking steamboat deliveries 
at the landing a servant rode up and handed me a note. It was from 
the mistress, instead of the master! She wished to see her “preserver” 
—so she called me—and described a cabin where she would meet 
me at 5 p.m. that day. I was punctual at the rendezvous; an old 
Negress came out of the cabin and telling me to go in, led my horse 
away. I entered and was clasped in the arms of the impulsive little 
beauty, who was more like a child than a wife. 

When she became calmer she gave me her history. Her married 
name was Stella Laboyce, she was the only child of wealthy Creole 
parents, and she had remained in a convent in New Orleans until 
she was 17, when she was taken home and old Laboyce was intro- 
duced as her future husband. Being pleased to leave the restric- 
tions of the convent, and totally ignorant of the true relations of 
‘a married life, she had wedded in joy, but to awake to the sad 
reality of being the slave of an old and lustful tyrant. 

Poor little Bird! We were both young, loving, and passionate, and 
that humble hut became a Paradise to us. Before we parted we made 
arrangements to meet at the same 
place as often as we could; for three 
months we were as happy as mor- 
tals can be in this world. Old La- 
boyce appeared to have forgotten 
my existence. We formed a plan to 
elope to the North, and without 
waiting for the tie to be severed 
which bound her to Laboyce, we 
would marry and be happy for life! 

What foolish blissful dreams! One 
afternoon I was busy at the lower 
landing when my employer Mr. 
Hays rode up and told me that old 
Laboyce had been at the Penitenti- 
ary with half a dozen armed men, 
inquiring after the “Yank,” and 
swearing to have his life. Hays gave 
me his horse and a pocket Derrin- 
ger, and I was off none too soon. 
The old Frenchman and his riders 
caught sight of me and with fierce 
cries increased their speed. Taking 
the lower levee road I soon lost sight of my pursuers; the smoke 
stacks of a steamer appeared over the trees—she was at a small 
wharf wooding up. I rode down to her, turned my horse loose, and 
sprang aboard as she left the shore. 

T was on board the White Cloud, one of the great “brag boats” of 
the Mississippi, and bound for St. Louis. We soon came in sight of 
my pursuers who waved a handkerchief and hailed us. Fortunately 
a huge steamer came puffing around a bend just then and made for 
us. Our captain recognized her as a new boat—the Saint Anthony 
—built expressly to beat the White Cloud. Instead of stopping our 
fires were increased, black smoke rolled out of the chimneys, and 
we dashed through the water at great speed, flying by Baton Rouge 
with the Saint Anthony half a mile astern. 

My mind was no longer on the race, but on her whom I was so 
cowardly deserting. Now I could see the huge cypress tree near the 
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hut where we had enjoyed so many happy hours. Oh how I wished 
that Stella was the companion of my flight! that we had eloped 
before the denouement took place! But such thoughts were idle, I 
felt we were separated forever. 

We gradually dropped the Saint Anthony, and in four days and 
a half we lay at the levee at St. Louis. 


I LEFT St. Louis on the Zuella for Alton and arrived there on 

the 20th of May 1846. The town was in a blaze of excitement caused 

by the news that General Taylor was surrounded by the Mexican 
troops on the Rio Grande. General Gaines, commanding at New Or- 
leans, had issued a call for 50,000 volunteers, 4,000 from Illinois. 

Drums were beating all over town and in two hours after I landed I 

enlisted. I went with the crowd hurrahing and drinking whiskey until 

after two days we numbered 100 strong. 

Our company, the Alton Guards, elected our own officers, as did all 
the other volunteers. The election was held in a tenpin alley. A staff 
officer of Governor Ford called the meeting to order when a large red- 
faced man mounted the bar and delivered the following speech: 

“Fellow citizens! I am Peter Goff, the butcher of Middletown! I 
am! I am the man that shot that sneaking, white livered, Yankee 
abolitionist S-n of a B---h, Lovejoy! I did!* I want to be your Cap- 
tain, I do; and I will serve the yellow bellied Mexicans the same, I 
will! I have treated you to $50 worth of whiskey, I have, and when 
elected Captain I will spend $50 more, I will!” 

It is needless to state he was elected almost unanimously. The 
Company was organized as follows: Captain, Peter Goff; Ist Lieu- 
tenant, James W. Baker; 2nd Lieutenants, Edward Fletcher and 
Rodney Ferguson. Captain Goff appointed me Drill Sergeant, for 
thanks to some previous experience in the Boston City Guards I was 
tolerably proficient in the manual and evolutions. 

‘The Company was composed of the floating population of a Mis- 
sissippi River town, wild reckless fellows, excellent material for sol- 
diers, but requiring strict discipline. The officers as might be expected 

proved totally incompetent, took 
no care of their command, but spent 
their time in drinking and gambling. 
I sought to do my duty in drilling 
the men but receiving no support 
from my superiors, I was obliged to 
give it up. 

- The time came to depart for Mex- 
ico; about the middle of July six 
companies of the Second Regiment, 
with General John E. Wool and 
Staff, embarked on board the steam- 
er Convey for New Orleans. Two 
other boats, the Hannibal and Big 
Missouri, both crowded with volun- 
teers, went with us. After a pleasant 
passage down the river we landed 
and went into camp at Chalmette, 
scene of the famed Battle of New 
Orleans, seven miles below the city. 

This Camp was one great scene 
of drunkenness and debauchery ; of- 
ficers and men seemed to vie with 

each other who would commit the greatest excesses. Though I in- 
dulged freely when off duty, yet I believed in keeping up some 
discipline while on, and so disgusted I became with the state of 

things that I resolved to enlist in the Regular Army as soon as I 

could. I visited the city and hunted up my accommodating coffee 

girl of the French Market, who appeared right glad to see me. 

One night I visited with others a gaming establishment on St. 
Charles Street and won quite an amount of money. I started for 
Camp in company of an old regular, one Brown; we had drunk freely 
at my expense and we made the night hideous with Bacchanalian 
songs as we headed down the levee. It was past midnight, very 
dark with a cold mist on the River. Old Brown lagged behind on the

slippery path, and I supposed he was some distance in my rear, when 
something seemed to fall on me, and I fell crushed to the ground. 
Stunned, bewildered, almost senseless, I still retained conscious- 
ness enough to be aware that I was being dragged down the bank 
toward the river. What had happened? Where was my companion? 
These thoughts flashed in my mind, when the painful fact that 
Brown himself was my assailant became only too evident. The old 
rascal evidently thought I was dead, for he laid me on the bank 
partly resting in the water while he coolly searched my pockets. 
Tlay collecting all the energy and life left in me for a strug- 
gle for existence. He emptied my pockets and stooped down to lift 
me into the water, when with a grip 
like death I grasped with both hands 
his throat, while my teeth fastened 
on his nose so desperately that they 
met. His struggles were terrible but 
in vain; my grasp was immovable, 
like the embrace of a corpse. 
Brown, ignorant and superstitious, 
really imagined that such was the 
case, that the victim was trying to 
drag its murderer with it into the 
flood. When my muscles relaxed he 
fell down in a swoon. I staggered up 
and dashed some water on my head 
which seemed all stove in, it felt so 
soft and mashy. I was afraid I had 
received my death wound, and this 
idea made me determined that my 
destroyer should keep me company. 
I drew my bayonet and went for 
him. He had begun to recover and

I pulled out the bayonet and was glad to find 
the villain was alive; the weapon had passed through the thick mus- 
cles of the neck without touching a vital part. 

I made him give back my money, we repaired damages as well as 
we could, and started for Chalmette. I compelled him to go ahead, 
and kept my Bayonet in hand. We reached Camp at daylight, told 
a story of a row, and were sent to the Hospital. 

A few days later the Alton Guards embarked on the brig T' Street 
for Port LaVaca, Matagorda Bay, in 
Texas. I still suffered extremely from 
my head injuries; the heat was exces- 
sive, with no awnings to the deck, 
which was densely crowded with vol« 
unteers in an open state of mutiny, 
brought on by unlimited indulgence 
in strong drink. We landed and went 
into Camp on a low prairie twelve 
miles from LaVaca. The ground was 
covered with water; the mumps, the 
measles and the Scarlet Fever broke 
‘out among the troops, and many of 
the men died here.

Though I was still in the Hospital, 
threatened with brain fever, I put 
out and joined the marching column.

The threatened man did not move from his seat but replied 

“Shoot and be d---d, but if you miss, John Glanton won't miss you 
When he mentioned his name a look of fear passed over the Ranger’s 
face; he pulled the trigger but only the cap exploded! Quick as a 
flash Glanton sprang up, a huge Bowie knife flashed in the candle- 
light, and the tall powerful young Ranger fell to the floor a corpse, 
his neck cut half through. Glanton jumped over the table and plac- 
ing one foot on his victim said: 
Strangers! Do you wish to take up this fight? If so step out, if 
not we'll drink.” As no one seemed disposed to accept the challenge 
all hands went with him to the Bar and touched glasses with him. 
The body was carried out, sawdust was sprinkled over the floor, 
Glanton wiped his knife on the leather sleeve of his jacket, and 
matters in the Bexar Exchange resumed their usual course. 

I thought in a society so dangerous I should go armed, and pur- 
chased myself a Bowie knife with a nine-inch blade warranted to cut 
through bone without turning the edge. A few days later I had 
trouble with Scotty about some money we had won in a poker 
game with a commissary clerk, in which, to keep up appearances, 
T lost all my money to Scotty, along with the clerk. When I asked 
for a settlement Scotty denied our partnership and swore he had 
won the clerk’s and my money in a fair game, and this when J had 
“rung in the cold deck” that fleeced us both! 

There was only one way in Texas in '46 to settle such a misunder- 
standing. We went for each other, and he very foolishly ran onto the 
point of my ‘Arkansas toothpick.” I was seized by the guard, some 
old Spanish irons were placed on me, and I was thrust into the “‘Cala- 
boose,”” a room about 20 feet square, inhabited by Horsethieves, 
Murderers and the vilest characters of the lawless frontier. 

How long I remained there I never knew; it seemed years, though 
it could have been but a few days. I was covered with vermin, the 
irons wore the flesh of my ankles in which the lice burrowed, my 
jacket was stolen, and my shirt I tore into strips to bind around 
the irons. Scotty declined to appear against me so I was turned loose, 
with nothing on but my pants, and wild with my sufferings. 

I faintly remember flying, I thought, pursued by demons, and 
then came darkness and oblivion. From this I awoke with a most 


delicious sense of comfort and freedom from pain. I was in a nice soft 
clean bed and an old lady was sitting close by, knitting beside an 
open window. I asked for water when she left the room crying out 
“Carl! Carl!” and a young man entered the room. He informed me 
I was in his house at Castroville, 30 miles from San Antonio, that 
I had been found by a farmer three weeks before, lying near the 
road entirely nude and insensible. My host was a doctor, Carl Ritter 
by name, a member of the German settlement at Castroville. 

Dr. Ritter had altered to fit me a suit of his clothes, made of fine 
German broadcloth, and they well became me. This family placed 
me under the greatest obligations by their extreme kindness. Kather- 
ine Ritter, the doctor's sister, not over 16, was an innocent, con- 
fiding girl; I soon knew that she had given me unsolicited her first 
pure love. She seemed to consider that she had an exclusive right 
to me, that in fact I was her property. I was afraid to hurt her feel- 
ings, yet honor forbid my returning her constant care and tenderness. 

One night after the family was all in bed I was awakened by having 
sweet soft lips pressed to mine and found Miss Ritter by my side, 
her arms around me. She was in her night dress and as the night was 
warm I was lying on the outside of the bed. She cried and whispered 
to me in German language the most loving entreaties. What a trial 
for one’s principles of honor! The temptation of Saint Anthony was 
not a circumstance to mine! But I resisted and triumphed and the 
honor of the house of Ritter suffered not at my hands. 

I started early the next morning for San Antonio, where I reported 
to regular Army headquarters and enlisted for the duration of the war 
in Company E, First Dragoons, Captain Enoch Steen commanding. 


GENERAL WOOL'S division left San Antonio for Mexico on 
Sept. 25, 1846. His command included the Ist and 2nd Illinois Vol- 
unteers under Colonels Hardin and Bissell; Major Bonneville’s bat- 
talion of the 6th U.S. Infantry; the Arkansas and Kentucky cavalry, 
Colonels Yell and Marshall; Captain John M. Washington's battery 
of light artillery; Colonel William S. Harney’s Dragoons (in which 
I served); and a “spy company” of Texas Rangers, the whole 
numbering about 2,800 men and officers. 

Wevencamped the first night at Castroville. I had hardly die- 
mounted when I'was embraced by my dear friend Carl Ritter, who

informed me that his sister, the lovesick Katherine. was married! 

That evening she with her 
husband and Carl called on me, and obtaining permission I went 
home with the happy couple. Her husband was a stupid Dutchman, 
who went off with Carl after supper to visit the Camp, leaving me 
to entertain the bride of a week. We soon walked out in the beautiful 
moonlight and seated ourselves beneath the trees. The Dragoon Band 
was pla: arm in arm with white- 
robed village maidens. Katherine lay reclining in my arms and I— 
well, my nature is too volcanic to play the Joseph too often! We 
revelled in bliss and happiness until prudence warned us to return to 
the house. The, complaisant gentlemen had not yet returned, so 
we walked tow the Camp to meet them, and bid fond farewell 
while the band was playing The Girl I Left Behind .Me. 

Goodby, sweet Kate and Castroville, forever! 

Our march after we left the German settlements was through a 
barren waste, scant grass, and water found only in the beds of rivers. 
We crossed the Nueces, Medina and Frio Rivers and at last reached 
the Rio Grande, opposite the Mexican town of Presidio del Rio 
Grande. No enemy appeared to dispute our crossing; at the blast of 
a bugle 500 Dragoons with Harney at their head dashed into the 
swift stream and made for the opposite side. Our horses were soon 
swimming, and the current was so rapid that we were carried dows 
stream some 500 yards before we effected a landing. 

We formed as fast as we landed, advanced as skirmishers for a 
when the towers of the Presidio appeared in sight, but no sign 
of the foe. A strong picket was thrown out in a semicircle, the infan- 
try was brought across on a pontoon bridge of wagon beds, and in a 
short time the command was over, without loss and without a fi 

Next day we marched through the town, a miserable tumble-down 
place built of “adobe” or unburnt brick which seemed about to re- 
turn to its original material—the mud that filled the streets. One 
hundred hovels and an old Church, with its clumsy tower cracked 
and threatening to fall down on the ditty “greasers” who crowded 
its huge doors to see “Los Gringos” pass—these made up the town of 
idio del Rio Grande.” We pushed on through droves of don- 
s, pigs, goats, no-haired dogs and chickens, and encamped some 
beyond the place on the bank of an irrigation canal. Re- 
r undisputed march, we passed two swift rivers and the 
Nava, San Fernando, and Santa Rosa.

G NERAL WOOL wasordered to march to the important City of 
Chihuahua, by a route marked with red ink, on a map sent him by the 
sapient head of the War Department, Marcy. Unfortunately there 
lay in the way of the proposed route several high ranges of mountains 
that a goat could not climb, and would take weeks to go around, 
through deserts without any water. General Wool decided to com- 
municate with General Taylor, and Lt. Carleton of the First Dra- 
goons with six men was detailed to carry the dispatches.* 

Thanks to my excellent horse “Soldan” and the favoritism of our 
worthy Ist/Sgt. Charles Hardy I was detailed on this (to me) pleas- 
ant duty. With four days rations of coffee and sugar in our haver- 
sacks—for the rest we were expected to live on the country —we left 
Santa Rosa at dark to pass through 200 miles of enemy territo 
and this without a guide. Taking a mule trail we pushed rapidly 


*Licut. James H. Carleton was brevetted a major for his bravery at 
the battle of Buena Vista. He wrote an excellent history of the battle 
and of the prior march of Wool’s division. 
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forward most of the night. Carleton was an “Old Prairie Tramper”” 
and kept our course well by the stars. At early dawn we saw the 
white walls of a rancho a short distance from the road, made for it, 
and were inside the gate or zaguan before the sleepy “greasers” 
made their appearance. They were somewhat alarmed at their 
early visitors, and the size of our horses filled them with amaze- 
ment and admiration. One of our men was stationed on the lea 
or roof of the Chapel and no one was allowed to leave. Our horses 
were unsaddled and well rubbed down, watered and fed with bark 
obtained in the place. The men at the rancho were an ill looking 
set of cutthroats, and gave us glances of hatred. But the women, 
the young ones especially, were kind and gave us some excellent 
cooked beans, /rijoles. 

An old man informed our lieutenant that a large body of soldiers 
had passed to the eastward the day before; this was good, news for 
us as they were dressed in American uniforms, We saddled up and 
y, and some jerked beef for our own use, we 


day passed without any incident of note. The following fore- 
noon, just after we left an ample Hacienda, the report of a carbine 
from our “advance guard” of one man caused us to draw sabers. He 
made his appearance coming back at speed, and close on his rear 
came a crowd of fierce Guerillas yelling like devils. I must confess 
that my first thought was to turn and run for it, but the quick com- 
mand of Carleton to “Charge and give them your sabers!" caused 
me to go in with the rest, though my heart was in my throat choking 
me. I parried a lance thrust, a black savage face was before me for 
an instant, my horse crushed another underfoot, then another, and 
I came out of the dust surprised to find myself alive and unhurt. 
Carleton and my companions were all safe; not a man or horse 
touched, our entire loss was confined to a few forage sacks and one 
carbine. 

This was my maiden charge, and I believe I acquitted myself with 
credit. True, there was no blood on my saber, but there was plenty 
‘on my spurs. My good steed Soldan had done all the fighting, and 
had done it well. 

Our road led us into the dry bed of an arroyo flanked on each side 
by huge boulders. We were passing a clump of dead cottonwood trees 
when the lieutenant, who was in advance, held up his hand in warn- 
ing. Right in our path, not a hundred yards distant, was a Lancer 
stationed with his back to us! He was so intently watching a cloud 
of dust rising toward the distant mountains that he was unaware of 
‘our presence. 

Carleton drove spurs into his horse and followed by the rest was 
on him before he could run. Our prisoner was a Guerilla, clothed 
entirely in leather, well mounted on a small but wiry mustang. He 
was badly frightened but informed us it was the army of “Los Bar- 
barians del Norte” —the Americans—that raised the dust, and they 
were then only 12 miles off. 

Tying him on his horse by his own /azo, we moved on and in about 
two hours we encountered our rear guard at a place called Ramas, 
on the Camargo and Monterey Road. Two days later we were at 
Walnut Springs, the main camp outside of Monterey. 

Here we heard the terms of the capitulation which was granted by 
General Taylor to the Mexicans after the capture of Monterey. 
What a disgrace to American arms! Everything most advantageous 
to the Mexicans, and injurious to the United States. The Mexican 
infantry retained their arms, the Cavalry their horses, the artillery 
one field battery of six guns, with 21 rounds to a gun! The U.S. 
troops were not to advaice beyond Rinconada Pass, just below the

could have had them all unconditional pris- 
oners, and used nothing but our steel! 
“Old Rough and Ready” committed a 
great blunder, and with no justifiable ex- 
cuse. The Texas Rangers were loud in their 
expressions of indignation; threats against 
General Taylor were heard, and the old 
“Hero” deemed it necessary to double the 
guard of Dragoons at his headquarters. 


[ED. NOTE: The battle of Monterey was a 


military standoff, and historians generally

have justified the terms of General Taylor's 
cease-fire agreement. Four days of vicious 
fighting (Sept. 20-25, 1846) had failed to 
drive the Mexicans from their Citadel in the 
heart of the city; by the terms of the armis- 
tice they departed without further blood- 
shed, and Taylor's little army gained lime to 
lick its wounds. 

In the meantime Private Sam Chamber 
lain filled his sketchbook with pictures of the 
recent fighting, a number of which are pub- 
lished on these pages. He also acquired a se- 
vere cut on his head, a torn and bloodied uni- 
Jorm, and a glorious hangover. All this did 


not ‘stop him from attending—against spe- 
cific orders from his lieutenant—a fandango 
or dance gotten up to celebrate the armis- 
tice. The Mexican girls mended his pants and 
filled him with vino and mescal, a potent 
drink distilled from the juice of the maguey 
plant. Sam finally arrived back in Monclova 
—where Wool's Dragoons had taken up their 
quarters—lashed to his saddle and suffering 
from what he called “an attack of mania-a- 
potu.” His story resumes below.|

many acquaintances with the dark-eyed 
passionate daughters of Monclova that the 
Provost Guard were obliged to drive them 
back as they followed us up by hundred 
some on foot, some on ponies and donkey 
some even in primitive oxcarts. 
The first day, Nov. 24, 1846, we marched 
only nine miles and encamped at a ganado 
étle ranch, Next morning the sun shone 
and the march was ver 
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severe on the infantry, as the day was hot and the road dusty. The 
chaparral rose like a wall on each side, confining the dust to the 
track and nearly suffocating the poor foot soldiers. About 20 miles 
was a good day’s march, though the distance we made depended 
on the water, which was scarce and sometimes boiling hot. 

On this march I, came to the conclusion that no man of any 
spirit and ambition would join the “Doughboys”* and go afoot 
when he could ride a fine horse and wear spurs like a gentleman. 
The Dragoons were far superior in materials to any other arm of 
the service. In our squadron were broken down Lawyers, Actors 
and men of the world, Soldiers who had served under Napoleon, 
Polish Lancers, French Cuirassiers, Hungarian Hussars, Irishmen 
who had left the Queen’s service to swear allegiance to Uncle Sam. 

Our officers were all graduates of West Point, and at the worst 
were gentlemen of intelligence and education, often harsh and 
tyrannical, yet they took pride in having their men well clothed 
and fed. The volunteer officers, on the other hand, would tie up a 
man one day and drink and play cards with him the next. 

Little or no resistance was offered to our advance toward Par- 
ras. The Guerrillas contented themselves in hanging around our 
flanks and rear and they served to keep our column well closed up. 
Woe to the unfortunate soldier who straggled behind! He was las. 
soed, stripped naked and dragged through clumps of cactus, un- 
til his body was full of needlelike thorns; then left to die in the 
solitude of the chaparral, or be eaten alive by vultures and coy- 
otes. Such were the daily acts of the Guerrillas. 


FPso £1 DIABLO isa strange freak of nature,a pass or cafion 
through the Sierra Madre, about nine miles north of the city of 
Parras. It was expected this place would be strongly defended, 
and General Wool dispatched Colonel Yell’s regiment of Arkansas 
Cavalry to seize and hold it, if possible. They found the place un- 
defended, and encamped there until the division came up. 

It was a wild fearful looking place and I wondered, as we defiled 
through its narrow limits, at the apathy of the Mexican authori- 
ties. Ten men with crowbars by one hour's work could have ren- 
dered it impassable for days. But no obstacles were thrown in 
our way and our army with its immense train of wagons passed 
through in safety and encamped five miles beyond. 

The city of Parras, which we entered the next day, contains 
about 15,000 inhabitants [#d. note: actually about 8,000 inhabit- 
ants] and is delightfully situated on a plain at the foot of a high 
mountain. Its climate is unsurpassed in the world; the air is so 
pure that flies and mosquitoes are unknown; pears, grapes, pome- 
granates, olives and melons grow in abundance, and of the best 
quality. The city contains a Citadel and is usually garrisoned by 
some 300 men. But they had departed before we arrived. 

I enjoyed myself in this place to my full capacity. I was in town 
every day making sketches for the officers, and I met with many 
adventures. The women of Parras possess more than their share 
of beauty. Some have skins as fair as our New England girls, with 
such enchanting glorious eyes! and black glossy hair! What little 
feet and hands, and divinely graceful shapes! Often mothers at 
13, grandmothers at 30, they become fearful old hags at 40. 

I became acquainted with a family named Velasco which con-

But on my return to 
camp I found I was guilty of abducting many of the inhabitants 
of the place, for alas! my charmers like all Mexicans raised large 
stocks of pia/os [lice] not only for home consumption, but for dis- 
tribution among their friends. 

I was on duty as orderly to Lt. Abe Buford, but my service 
was through by 9 a.m. and, having a standing pass, I spent most 
of my time in town with my fair friends. I escorted them to Fan- 
dangoes and the theatre, made them presents and we were well 
known at all places of amusement in Parras. But then an incident 
occurred which put an end to my enchantment. 

One morning I stopped at the casa of Velasco to pay an early 
morning call. I fastened my horse in the patio and entered the 
sleeping apartment of the young ladies with the freedom of an 
old friend of the house. is was a great mistake of mine—I 
should have sent in my card! My two charmers were in bed, but 
not alone! The black shaggy head of a Mexican lay on the pillow 
between the raven tresses of Rosita and Nina! 

I recognized in the invader one Antonio, a renegade who acted 
as guide to our army. I was about to retire with becoming modesty

when the voluptuous rascal sprang up and drawing a machele 
from under his pillow, and wrapping his blanket around his left 
arm, he rushed on me like some wild beast. The fastidious young 
ladies, instead of fainting or screaming, sat up in bed and cried, 
“Bravo! Bravo! bueno Antonio! matar! matar el grande pende- 
Jol” (Bravo! Bravo! good Antonio! Kill! Kill the big fool!) 

What charming creatures! I drew my saber and came to guard 
in an instant. He was as active as a cat and I found I had all I 
could attend to in keeping his ugly knife from getting between 
my ribs. All my cuts and points were received on his confounded 
blanket. I could hear the gentle Nina say, “Anda! Anda! mia 
dulce, mia almal” (Quick, quick, my sweet, my soul!) while Rosita 
in her most dulcet tones murmured, “Antonio, mia amor, punga 
el gringo, que la cama!” (Antonio, my love, stick the Yankee and 
come to bed!) 

How cheering to myself were the words of the darlings! But 
I did not lose heart, and finally succeeded in giving my antagonist 
an ugly slash across one of his bare legs, causing him to drop his 
knife. Leaving the villain on the floor bleeding profusely, I made 
a graceful exit and returned to camp, thoroughly disgusted with 
the fickleness of womankind. 

We remained at Parras until December 17th when an express ar- 
rived from General Worth, who was at Saltillo 110 miles to the 
east. This brought word that General Bustamente with a large 
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Mexican force was on his way from San Luis Potosi to attack 
General Worth’s smaller army.

The first night we halted on the bank of an arroyo that led into 
Paso el Diablo. Resuming at two in the morning we marched 
all day over a very dusty road and made over forty miles. It was 
terribly severe on the infantry, though their knapsacks were 
hauled in wagons, and the Dragoons in the rear guard would give 
the weary a lift; yet many would evade the guard and hide in the 
chaparral and that with the full knowledge that the Mexican 
rancheros were constantly on the watch for our stragglers. Several 
were lost this day and we could tell to a moment when the poor 
fellows met their fate, by the circles of buzzards, kites and vul- 
tures over the place where they were being murdered. 

The second night we bivouacked in the road and slept in order 
of march: reveille at 2 a.m., breakfast cooked and eaten, and we 
were off again. We made a good fifty miles this day and halted in 
the chaparral near the town of Patos. The third morning we came 
to a smooth level plain where the troops could march off the 
dusty road. At noon we reached a stream of excellent clear cold 
water; men and animals rushed into it together. After two hours

rest we went on refreshed and encamped that night at Agua 
Nueva, a cattle ranch seventeen miles south of Saltillo, having 
accomplished 150 miles from Parras in under four days—an 
achievement unparalleled in the history of the war. 

We formed a regular camp at Agua Nueva, though the only 
advantage the place possessed was in having nine springs of excel- 
lent water. The ground was covered with cactus and mesquite 
which had to be cleared away before we could pitch our tents. 
The inhabitants had all fled the place except for a few old women 
and children, hundreds of dogs, and fleas and lice ad infinilum. 


Pickets were thrown out on the San Luis and Zacatecas roads, 
from sixteen to twenty miles from camp. I was fortunate enough 
to be detailed to General Wool’s guard and thus got rid of the un- 


pleasant duty of outposts in cold weather. 

One day in midwinter I was on General Wool’s escort and re- 
turning from a trip to the Encantada ranch—our communications 
point with Saltillo—when the sound of firearms in the mountains 
attracted our attention. General Wool sent his aide-de-camp, Lt. 
Trvin McDowell, to find out the cause.* The lieutenant with an or- 
derly went off at a gallop, disappearing behind a clump of chapar- 
ral bushes, when a yell of anguish reached us. With our minds full 
of thoughts of Guerrillas we slung carbines, drew sabers, and even 
our little general drew his dress sword and charged with us. 

On reaching the scene, determined to conquer or die, we found 
the unfortunate lieutenant lying on the ground face down with a 
“Turk’s head” (a species of cactus) fast to the most prominent 
part of his person! In spite of discipline the escort greeted this 
exhibition with shouts of laughter. Poor thick headed McDowell, 
his horse had thrown him and he had found a landing on a cactus 
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*First Licut. Irvin McDowell, of the West Point class of 1838, aide- 
de-camp and later adjutant general to General Wool, was breveted 
Captain for his services at Buena Vista. In the Civil War he was the 
first commander of the Army of the Potomac and was blamed for 
the Northern failures at both battles of Bull Run. 
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that had thorns an inch long! His orderly came back with his 
horse but “Mac” declined to ride and walked to camp. Hearing 
more shots in the mountains, General Wool ordered Sergeant Clif- 
ford to proceed with the guard to the place of firing and arrest all 
soldiers he found there. Taking a trot we reached the steep ascent 
of the mountain, where we dismounted and led our horses up. 
Soon we were obliged to leave the horses. Three men were left in 
charge and now we only numbered nine men and the sergeant. 
All was quiet; overhead circled a cloud of zapilotes or vultures, 
that would occasionally dart down on something lying on the 
ground up ahead. 

On reaching the place we found a “greaser” shot and scalped 
but still breathing; the poor fellow held in his hands his Rosary 
and a medal of the “Vi of Guadalupe,” and only his feeble 
motions kept the fierce hi s from falling on him while yet alive. 
A saber thrust was given him in mercy and on we went at a run. 
Shouts and curses, cries of women and children, reached our ears, 
coming from a cave at the end of a ravine. We reached the en- 
trance and as soon as we could see in the comparative darkn 
horrid sight was before us. The cave was full of our volunteers yell- 
ing like fiends, while on the rocky floor lay over twenty Mexicans, 
dead and dying in pools of blood. Women and children were cling- 
ing to the knees of the murderers and shrieking for mercy. 

Sergeant Clifford ordered the volunteers, mostly from Yell’s 
Arkansas Cavalry, to come out and give themselves up as pris- 
oners, which order was received with cries of derision. Clifford 
gave the command and we dropped behind the rocks and took 
aim on the foremost ruffians, when our sergeant again ordered 
them to file out or we would fire. They became silent, not knowing 
our strength. Soon a brutal looking “Rackensacker” [drmy slang 
for Arkansan| advanced toward us brandishing a bloody knife in 
one hand, a bunch of reeking scalps in the other, and cr 

“Hyer, you Regulars! I’m Bill Stamps, I am! We don’t want 
a muss with you, we don’t! I d this ’ere har from the d---d 
yellow bellies that had on poor Archy's clothes, I did! Take me 
to ‘Old Fi ” [woldé nickname for General Wool] and V'll be 
responsible for the whole.” 

With curses and threats, more than a hundred volunteers filed 
eut of the slaughter pen, and with the muzzles of our carbines 
bearing on them they sullenly marched down the mountain. We 
soon met our squadron who took charge of the prisoners while 
the Officer of the Day ordered us back to the cave with several 
surgeons. Most of the butchered Mexicans had been scalped; 
only three men were found unharmed. The surviving women and 
children sent up loud screams on seeing us, thinking we had re- 
turned to finish the work! 

No one was punished for this outrage; General Wool, in a gen- 
eral order, reprimanded the Arkansas Cavalry, but nothing more 
was done. The direct cause of the massacre was the barbarous 
murder of a young man belonging to the Arkansas regiment. But 
that murder was undoubtedly committed in retaliation for the 
outrages committed on the women of the Agua Nueva ranch by 
a number of the volunteers on Christmas Day, 1846.*

The cast lady above, suspended beside her sculptor, W 
liam Zorach, is a castoff of the art world. Until recently 
she was supposed to adorn Houston's Bank of the South- 
west (left). But the bank’s o! had an abrupt change 
of mind so now she is languishing in a Brooklyn, N.Y. 
foundry yard, 1,500 miles from her intended home. 
Zorach’s lady, who is part of a larger relief and meant to 
be a symbol of Texas “rising out of struggle and war,” is 
herself a victim of a struggle that has plagued art in Texas 
during the past year. Civic groups, particularly the Ame 
can Legion and women’s clubs, have attacked artists whom 
they consider too modern or too un-American. Zorach was 
accused of being both—even though he is a registered Re- 
publican and his art is in such respectable institutions as 
New York’s Metropolitan Museum. Swayed by the contro- 
versy, the Southwest Bank canceled Zorach’s commission 
(with a consolation payment of $110,000), announced 
they preferred their facade “plain.” Elsewhere in Texas 
other citizens took up cudgels on both sides (next page).
